FOR GARDENING. 


THE PROPER TREATMENT OF 
VEGETABLE 8808. 


Among the many good things in the 
Garden Magazine for May is an ar- 
ticle on the thinning and transplant- 
ing of vegetables. One of the most 
puzzling things, ys the writer, for 
the beginner is to find out whether any 
particular vegetables should be thinned 
or transplanted and how far apart the 
plants should stand afterward. He will 
get some help from the catalogues 4s 
to distances, but whether he should 
transplant or thin is the kind of thing 
that is not in the books. It requires 
a good deal of nerve to pull up and 
destroy the unnecessary seedlings— 
more nerve than the average amateur 
possesses. They say that a person 
never becomes a good gardener until 


A vegetable must have plenty 
of room to develop ite best sise and 
flavor, and one can take no pride in 
small or commonplace vegetabies. True

QUICK-GROWING VINES.

A single toad is 
worth $20 to a garden, 
PHOTOGRAPHING FLAMINGOES. 

The May number of Country Life in 
America, which is a bit out of the or- 
dinary because of the large number of 
subjects treated, has the initial article 
of a series showing the methods em- 
ployed by Frank M. Chapman in pho- 
tographing flamingoes.

The reports of an extension of the 
Santa Fé into the Midway district and 
a deal between the railroad and the 
ol Com- 
pany of this city, are again revived, 
Last night The Times received the fol- 
lowing exclusive dispatch from Ba- 
kerefield: 


pany has sold to the Santa Fé Ran 
road Company a half-interest in its 
vast holdings in the Midway district 
and the transfer will shortly be placed 
on record. The Chansior-Canfield peo- 
ple have some of the most valuable oll 
lands in the State in the West Side 
field that have been developed. 
“Tt is understood that the Santa Fé 
paid the Canfield-Chanslor people 
somewhere in the neighborhood of $1,- 
000,000 for the half-interest and the 
report comes from Los Angeles that 
the railway company has contracted to 
take the entire output of the territory 
at W cents a barrel on a long-time 
contract. This oll will, of course, be 
taken at the wells and thie means that 
the Santa Fé will at once build the 
Sunset extension into the Midway field, 
a distance of nine miles, and the road 
will pass through much developed ter- 
ritory and furnish transportation for 
meny producing companies.” 
Xo official confirmation or denial was 
obtainable last night, but it may be 
stated that the story is fully credited 
by off men who are usually the best 
well informed on such matters. Former 
reports were denied and were in an 
probability premature, but it is in ev- 
ery way likely that some such deal has 
now gone through and that there will 
be work started very soon.

An extension of the railroad 
at thie time would seem to indicate 
that the supply of oll available is not 
really as large as claimed by the A 
sociated, and is most important in its 
bearifig upon the price oll, which is 
being kept down by alleged overpro- 
duction or the constant talk of it by 
the big companies.

CHEERS AND RED LIGHTS FIRST 
OPENS REGULAR SERVICE SALT LAKE LINE. 


IL ELL, the baby is born.” 

The red tail-lights of 
first regular through passen- 
ger train on the San Pedro, Los Ange- 
les and Salt Lake Raliroad were ming!i- 
ing with the twinkling green switch 
lights down in the yard when T. E. 
Gibbon, vice-president and general 
counsel of the road, broke the impres- 
sive silence among a group of railroad 
officials who had assembled last even- 
ing for the event at the First-street 


passenger station. 
It was Gibbon’s turn to talk, as well 
as his right. He had been watching for 
the birth of that particular baby for 
fourteen years. 
Operating and traffic officials, who 
had been preparing for months and 
years for the occasion, heave! a sigh 
of relief as the big 418 picked up that 
heav train of ten cars, slowly end 
ca lly pulled it beyond the cross- 
overs, and then, with a care-free 
“whoo-whoo-who-who™ of the musical 
chime Whistle glided down a straight 
stretch of track at the river's side 
the curve to- 
to the 
mountain country and to the land be- 
yond. 
The road was open. 
The men who had conceived the plan 
of a new line to link Salt Lake’ City 
and the sea had done their part. 
The Onanciers who had poured their 
millions into the enterprise had fol- 
lowed suit 
The engineers who had run the lines, 
and the truction gangs that had 
dug and Blasted, and filled and bridged 
and tunneled, had said all was ready. 
It was for the operating department 
to waft the breath of life into the 
lungs of the “baby.” 
General Manager Wells, Superintend- 
ent Cullen and others of the operat- 
ing department, too, were ready, and 
the fine new train pulled out exactly 
“on the dot at 7:30 o'ciock. 
At the same minute, 7380 miles away, 
the rat weet-bound train was sched- 
uled to leave Salt Lake ns, the 
only difference being that the clock in 
the train dispatcher's office at that 
point indicated. aclock, as Sait 
Lake City goes by mountain standard 
time, which is one hour faster than 
Pacific time. 
CROWD ON HAND. 

A large crowd had gathered at the 
old Terminal station on East First 
street an hour before the new train 
was scheduled to start. Railroad men, 
passengers and novelty-seeking citi- 
gens were there in numbers. Others 
arrived on every street car, until the 
surging mass resembled a summer ex- 
cursion party on a scramble for a 
beach train. 
On a side track lay the new train-— 
ten cars, brightly lighted and shining 
from the labors of the cleaners, who 
had made their final rounds but a few 
hours before. There were a baggage 
car, two day coaches, a chair car, 
three tourist sleepers, a dining car. 
one standard sleeper and one observa- 
tion sleeper. 

Then came the chair-car passengers, 
each eagerly seeking a seat before the

another there ahead of him. 

Stationmen and trainmen were im- 
plored to open the doors, and when the 
crowd had got beyond the power 
control this was done, with a resuit- 
ant rush that filled those cars in a 
jiffy. 

9 a snorting little switch en-

THE MOGUL. 

The 418 it was, with six great driv- 
ing wheels, each seventy-seven inches 
in diameter and capable of tearing off 
the nriles as a steel magnate would rip 
off coupons. 

With electric headlight, traveler“ 
trucks, that Maped support the mas- 
sive firebox, and a peculiar tank for 
oll and water, shaped like a cylinder 
at the rear and higher than a box 
car, at the point just behind the cab 
the immense locomotive towered like 
a skyscraper as it stood in its stall.

The 
baggage car bulged with trunks and 
valises, and with a heavy burden of 
meat and other express Mmé@tter that 
me Wells-Fargo Company had arranged 
to send to Las Vegus—indicating that 
this company is to have the express 
privilege on the new line—while Su- 
perintendent Fennessey of the dining 
car department was on fand to see

Whittlesey and Suther- 
land ran the length of the train after 
the engineer had responded with two 
“teots” to the signal to test the air 
brakes, noting that the brake shoes did 
not cling too fondly to the wheels; Con- 
dvetor KR.

It is. scheduled 
to pass No. I. the first westbound pas- 
senger, at Galt, wh ig seventy-three 
miles east of Las Vegas and a little 
more than half way from Las les 
to Salt Lake. 

ABOUT THE “BABY.” 

The “baby” to which General Counsel 
Gibbon referred so feelingly was con- 
ceived a little more than fourteen years 
ago, when articles of incorporation were 
filed at Sacramento of the Los Angeles 
Terminal Railway. That was Janu- 
ary 1, 1891, and Mr. Gibbon filed the 
instrument, acting for a Company or- 
ganized by him, of which B. F. Ho- 
bart of St. Louls was president. 

The company had purchased the line 
of the. Los Angeles, Pasadena and 
Glendale Rallway. which was operated 
to the points indicated by its name. 
D. P. Burnett was the first vice-presi- 
dent and general maneger, and was 
succeeded, when he fell victim to a 
stroke of apoplexy. by Mr. Gibbon. 
George B. Leighton succeeded Hobart 
ab president and he and Mr. Gibbon 
remained in their respective positions 
until Senator Clark became interested 
in the line, which at that time, 1981. 
had been In operation for a number of 
years to Sas Pedro and which had ac. 
cumulated valuable termina] facilities. 

Upon Senator Clark’s coming, the 
San Pedro, Los Angeles and Sait Lake 
Railroad was incorporated, and, early 
in 1902 the first dirt was turned on the 
construction of the new line between 
Los Angeles and Sal Lake City. 

Since the beginning of the new work 
on the line, it is estimated that bet ween 
$30,000,000 and $55,000,000 has been ex- 
pended in construction and equipment.

LITERARY JUBILEE. 

Of more than passing note among 
newspaper jubilees is the quarter cen- 
tury attained on May Day by The Dial, 
the journal of literary criticiam whose 
place of publication is Chicago, but 
whose reading public is scattered over 
the length and breadth of the land, and 
also across the seas in other lands 
than our own. In days when Chicago 
was looked upon by the world at large 
as the veritable metropolis/of material- 
ism, a fevered mart of commerce, a 
high temple of mammon where only 
idols of gold were worshiped, it 
needed fine courage to establish in such 
a city a paper devoted purely to the 
study and appraisement of contempo- 
rary literature. Yet The Dial deliberate- 
ly chose as its home the busy industrial 
capital of the Middle West, firm in its 
faith that, with the center of gravity of 
population moving steadily across the 
continent, and with the most strenuous 
intellectua! forces in the nation sweep- 
ing westward in the tide of empire 
building, Boston and New York were 
no longer entitled to claim the exclu- 
sive right to be the literary tasters for 
the whole country. 

In the span of a generation Chicago 
was wonderfully changed. It is still a 
city of foremost commercial enterprise, 
but it is now also a recognized center 
of culture and of high thinking. It 
has its university, its libraries, its art 
schools, its picture gallery, its orches- 
tra, the finest in America, its book 
publishers whose names stand for as 
good an imprint on a volume as those 
of the older publishing houses of the 
East, and its magazines whose circula- 
tion is national. Such a transforma- 
tion affords welcome testimony that in 
the rush and battle of business the 
spirit of loftier ideals need not perish. 

No small factor in keeping the miads 
of Chicagoans fixed on the better 
things of life has been the literary 
journal in their midst. And, curious- 
ly enough, to this day The Dial is the 
only paper in the United States de- 
voted exclusively to literary criticism. 
Furthermore, it is the only literary 
periodical in the country which is not 
owned or controlled by a book pub- 
lishing house. Therefore it stands on 
an eminence of dignified solitude that 
has always heiped to give to its judg- 
ments the exceptional value that is 
recognized as belonging to them by all 
in touch with American literature. 
Southern California may claim a 
share in The Dial's reputation, for 
its founder and editor, Francis F. 
Browne, has for a succession of years 
made his winter home in Pasadena. 
an carries on his literary work in our 
midst for six months of every year.

Oyama has not annihilated the army 
of Linevitch in Manchuria as he was 
heralded to do with so much trumpet- 
blare. The Muscovite navy is giving 
Togo concern enough, and Japan has 
by no means yet secured that boasted 
mastery of the seas of which she so 
shouted with such characteristic inso- 
lence.

SSUMING TOO MUCH. 

The advocates of prohibition, in 
their arguments for that policy, as- 
sume that all that will be necessary 
to put a stop to the retailing of liquor 
will be to pass an ordinance refusing 
to license saloons. They appear to 
believe that if such an ordinance were 
to be put into operation, the evils 
which flow from the selling of liq 
by the drink would vanish, that the 
drunkard would reform, that we could 
at once reduce the police force of the 
city by about half, that men who spend 
money for liquor would spend it for 
food and clothing. that the city’s 
growth and prosperity would rapidly 
increase, that everything would be 
lovely, and that the goose would hang 
at the proper altitude. 

Our friends of the initiative petition 
assume too much. 

It is practically certain—if we are 
to take as a criterion the almost unt 
versal experience of other cities where 
the experiment of prohibition has been 
tried—that the results so optimistically 
predicted would not come to pass. The 
open saloon might he closed, but in 
place of each saloon would spring up 
two or more places where liquor would 
be dispensed without paying any 
license to the city. Of course, these 
“blind pigs” would be caught—some 
of them. But it would require an in- 
crease rather than a decrease of the 
police force to apprehend them and 
bring them to the bar of justice; for 
when one was caught another would 


ness would not be decreased, the qual- 
ity of liquor sold would be poorer 
than it is now, and the money ex- 
pended for it would probably exceed 
the amount now expended, as the sel- 
ler would take greater risks and 
would therefore charge more for Ms 
wares. 

The difference between prohibition 
and temperance is too often ignored. 
All good citizens are in favor of tem- 
perance in eating, in drinking, and 
even in denouncing thesins of other 
people by persons who often are blind 
to their own shortcomings. But the at- 
tempt to make men temperate by com- 
pulsion has never yet succeeded and 
it probably never will succeed. The 
man who believes he has a moral an‘! 
a physical right to drink liquor, can 
never be convinced, by law, that he 
has no such right, and he will ob- 
tain liquor in some way, if he is obliged 
to manufacture it himself in his 
own house. The only effective way 
yet found to make a man temperate !s 
to convince his reason that intemper- 
ance is injurious to him, mentally, 
morally and physically, and that there- 
fore it is a wrong, both to himself and 
to his fellow-men. 

If prohibition would surely lead to 
temperance in drinking, it would be- 
come the rule in all intelligent an! 
progressive communities. But the ac- 
cumulated tests of experience show 
conclusively that prohibition is not 
the best method to promote temper 
ance. The prohibition history of 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
lowa, and Kansas proves to a demon- 
stration the ineffectiveness of prohi- 
bition as a promoter of true temper- 
ance. 

For these reasons, and for others, 
The Times stands firmly by its aiti- 
tude of more than twenty years on 
this question, in favor of high license. 
The system of high license and strict 
regulation, wherever it has been hon- 
eptly tried, has proved the most prac- 
tical of all systems for reducing ‘0 a 
minimum the evils of intemperance. 
he prohibition system, on the other 
hand, has proved, in practically #'! 
cases and places where it has been 
tried, an abject failure. 


Rival to Electricity. 

The electric conversion of street 
railroads in London especially is be- 
ing brought to a stop owing to the 
rapid development of the motor-pro- 
pelled vehicles. Engineers say that as 
electricity has superseded steam, so the 
internal combustion motor system of 
propulsion is rivaling electric motive 
power, and that within a short time 
the motor vehicle for all round street 
service will largely replace the trol- 
ley car. A London company is oper- 
ating motor omnibuses, hoiding thirty- 
four passengers, which cost $4000 each, 
Their economy of operation as com- 
pared with their earning capacity is 
striking. One of them running 700 miles 
a week will earn from $250 to $350, 
while the working expenses aggregate 
only $9. There is money in that busi- 
ness.—[Scientific American.

Horses and Racing. 

The race horse is a tool of the game, 
just as ivory chips are tools of the 
game of faro. Would ivory chip carv- 
ing, and a consequent faro game, im- 
prove the breed of elephants? Is rac- 
ing, with its felon corollaries of mur- 
der and larcen., women disgraced and 
men destroyed, the one lone hope of 
the horse? With its horses like grey- 
hounds, good only for a mile, does it 
produce those draught animals that 
Rosa Bonheur painted? Did it give 
us the cob or the carriage or the slow 
horse? Cattle and hogs have been car- 
ried in their cuiture to exitremest 
heights, And yet when and where were 
Durhams or Berkshires raced?
